Southern California’s history has 
been colorful, unprecedented, and, 
until recently, unp lan n ed. Two 
words accounted for the growth of 
the Los Angeles metropolitan area 
from 3,500 people in 1850 to a popu­ 
lation of 1,085,000 in 1920. These 
two words w e r e “climate” and “tour­ 
ists.” In 1920 it became apparent 
that tourists were becoming perma­ 
nent residents and that a new word, 
“industry,” was accelerating the 
growth of the area at an ever in­ 
creasing speed. At the same time, 
by an odd paradox, the very climate 
that had first attracted thousands 
of people now threatened disaster 
to the area. T his d isa ste r was 
drought—water shortage caused by 
a climate that produces little rain. 
Bingineering investigation revealed 
that the area had an overdraft of 
200,000,000 gallons of water per 
day. It meant that the population 
of 1,085,000 was using 200 million 
gallons of water more each day than 
Nature was supplying. Far-sighted 
leaders believed that the area was 
going to continue to grow, and that 
not only would the immediate pres­ 
ent have to be taken care of but that 
the future would have to be care­ 
fully planned for. The wisdom of 
their forecast was proven by the 
fact that the population increased 
57 per cent between 1920 and 1930, 
when the total population in the 
area had jumped to 2,491,000. Thir­ 
teen cities in this metropolitan area 
have banded to g eth e r to protect 
their present stake, and to guaran­ 
tee the foundation for future de­ 
velopment by providing for them­ 
selves an adequate and guaranteed 
water supply. To do this they are 
building the world’s greatest domes­ 
tic water supply system, the Colo­ 
; ado River Aqueduct, which when 
completed will forever banish the 
spectre of drought from their cities.

spirit of “immediate action” to pre­ 
vent disaster, with the Oriental wis­ 
dom of “paying the doctor to keep 
us well, rather than paying him to 
cure us when we are sick.” It is a 
$220,000,000 program to prevent 
disaster, both now and forever more, 
rather than pay for it after it has 
happened. 
The disaster to lie prevented is 
drought—a reoccuring disaster now 
facing a large part of the popula­ 
tion of the United States. Thirteen 
Southern California cities are pro­ 
tecting their present wealth, and 
guaranteeing for t! emselves a fu­ 
ture free of drought, by the con­ 
struction of an aqueduct 392 miles 
long and having a capacity of one 
billion gallons of water a day. 
Guarantee'?-" in turn that this 
aqueduct wili always have all the 
water that it needs is the largest 
man-made lake in the world, and 
back of that is 245.000 square miles 
of the w estern Rocky Mountains 
whose snow-covered slopes drain in­ 
to that 110-mife reservoir. 
This new type of insurance pro­ 
gram now under co n stru ctio n is 
known as the Colorado River Aque­ 
duct, and it is being built by The 
M etropolitan W ater District of 
Southern California. The 110-mile 
reservoir is Mead Lake, formed by 
Boulder Dam. and running into this 
lake is the Colorado River which 
drains the western slopes of the 
Rocky Mountains. 
The property threatened by dis­ 
aster but to be protected by this in­ 
surance program covers an area of 
400,000 acres, and in 1937 this area 
has an assessed valuation of nearly 
two billion dollars and a population 
of more than two million people. 
W hat that valuation will be in 1962, 
no man can accurately say. A look 
at the past, however, reveals some­ 
thing of what the future may bring. 
In 1912 this same area had a popu­ 
lation of 450,000 people end was 
assessed at $445,000,000. The rtake 
has grown rapidly, and one oí the 
chief factors in this growth has 
been the plentiful use of water on 
a once semi-desert country. The 
conversion from semi-desert, how­ 
ever, to a semi-tropical wonderland 
was made at the expense of a rap­ 
idly depleted local water supply.

to have struck an SxS cross beam 
on his way down, the body of Charles 
Anton, 30, Indian, was dragged from 


j 21 inches of water and two feet of 
I mud in a drain ditch on the Fort 
Yuma Indian reservation early Sun­ 
day morning. 
The body was discovered by Jack 
Brinkley, Oklahoma City, and was re­ 
ported; to U. S. Immigration Border 
Patrol Officers Ralph Coler and Ed­ 
ward Boteler at the quarantine sta­ 
tion on the river. They investigated 
and dragged the body out of the muck 
and water. 
An examination by a Winterliaven 
doctor revealed that very little water 
had run into the man's lungs, but the 
fall from the trestle to the cross beam 
below was sufficient to kill a man, 
Deputy Coroner Herbert Hughes said. 
Jetf Miguel. Indian officer on the 
reservation, told Deputy Hughes he 
had seen Anton, Joe Wathep and 
Will Helip in Yuma about midnight 
and that all three of them had been 
drinking. Juan Wilson, another In­ 
dian. met W athep going home along 


the railroad track, he told officers. He 
quoted Wathep as saying Anton was 
under the trestle, probably killed. 
When advised to go and report it to 
some officer, W athep told Wilson he 
was going home and go to bed. W ath­ 
ep was located by officers after day­ 
light Sunday morning walking down 
the track to Yuma to report, he said, 
that Anton needed help.

uation. 
W hen the 1937 Legislature 
was in session, the Governor expertly 
put the Dem ocratic m ajority in the 
Asembly in the political hole many 
■imes by his m aneuvers. 
The Dem- 
jcrats w ere “jam m ing” the Governor 
¡ust as hard as they could for they 
icent victory next year for the first 
tim e since Jim Budd occupied the 
¡¡overnorship back in the nineties. 
L ieutenant 
Governor 
George 
J. 
Hatfield gets in the public prints fre­ 
quently 
as 
a 
possible 
contender 
against Governor M erriam . .But the 
logic of th e situation indicates th at 
Hatfield will not seek the Republican 
nom ination. 
He m ay take on the U. 
3. S enatorial fight In an effort to un­ 
seat Senator W illiam 
G. 
McAdoo, 
D em ocrat 
and

candidate for re­ 
election. 
H atfield m ust obtain much 
of his support from th e sr.me sources 
is does the Governor,

th e chair a t Sacram ento is worth two 
L ieutenant Governors out beating up 
the bushes for votes in an effort to 
unseat a Governor. 
Then again, the Lieutenant Gover­ 
nor, who has about as m uch to do 
about running the State adm inistra­ 
tion as a Republican 
congressm an 
has to do with running the govern­ 
m ent at W ashington, even if he did 
get the nom ination and relegade the 
Governor to the background would be 
subjected to the sam e line of fire from 
the D em ocrats as will the incum bent. 
H atfield would have to spend so much 
tim e explaining the things, w hatever 
they m ight be. that the Dem ocratic 
spellbinders will

Recently Supervisor H er­ 
bert Legg, Los Angeles,

crats as the m an who can beat Olson. 
From the north. Sheriff Dan Murphy, 
San Francisco, has announced he will 
be a candidate. Some folks don't think 
M urphy will draw 
many 
votes in 
Southern 
California. 
R epresentative 
Frank H. Buck of Vacaville, a con­ 
servative. has been boosted as a pos­ 
sible contender for 
the 
Democratic 
nom ination. 
But now his opponents 
say lie has had labor troubles on his 
extensive agricultural holdings in the 
north and that labor would not like 
him. 
The Dem ocratic gubernatorial aspi­ 
rants are thicker than bees around the 
honey comb.

The 1937 increase of $22,000,000 in 
quick service. 
Every year during the holidays the 
mail service is called upon to handle j 
about double the m ail during a three- 
week period than is otherwise the 
case. All the mechanical facilities of 
the department are extended to their 
utmost lim it—mail bags, mail coaches 
and automotive equipment. The clerks 
and carriers are working overtim e to 
handle this seasonal rush and will 
greatly appreciate the consideration 
of the mailing public. Mail early and 
avoid the rush; but if you cannot mail 
your packages and cards early, be pa­ 
tient with the postoffice personnel, 
who are called upon to work hard and 
long during this period. 
It is especially desired that the mail­ 
ing public assist the postoffice by 
careful wrapping and tying of pack­ 
ages. Parcels are’ shipped in sacks 
to terminals where these sacks are 
stacked. The ones on the bottom are 
naturally’ subjected to considerable 
weight. During the rush period pnr- 
cels cannot be handled as carefully as 
at other tim es and it is therefore sug­ 
gested that plenty of strong twine, 
heavy paper and stiff outside covering 
be used. 
The sm all cost of better 
packing is more than offset by the 
satisfaction of knowing that your 
package is going to arrive at its des­ 
tination in good condition. The' fol­ 
lowing. regulations must be observed 
in mailing all parcels; 
Parcels must not be sealed in any 
manner without a printed label bear­ 
ing the following: 
“Contents Merch­ 
andise, fourth class,” and "Postmaster, 
this parcel may be opened for postal 
inspection if necessary.” 
W riting of apy kind in a parcel au­ 
tom atically places it in mail matter of 
the first class requiring letter postage. 


Cajalco Reservoir 
Has Been 
Completed 
Completion of the earth-fill con­ 
struction of the dam and dike of the 
Cajalco Reservoir, which involved the 
moving and placipg of nearly 12 mil­ 
lion tons of earth, was announced to­ 
day in the office of General Manager 
F. E. W eymouth of the Metropolitan 
W ater district. 
Creating a man-made lake approxi­ 
mately three and a half miles long and 
two miles wide, which will store over 
32 billion gallons of Colorado River 
water, these ponderous structures are 
a part of the reservoir of the 392- 
mile Metropolitan aqueduct. 
Located in the Cajalco hills ten 
miles south of Riverside, this reser­ 
voir is at the term inus of the 242- 
mile main aqueduct and marks the 
beginning of the 150 miles of giant 
pipe lines and tunnels that will dis­ 
tribute water to each of the thirteen 
Southern California cities that com­ 
prise the M etropolitan Water district. 
Making use of a natural bowl in the 
hills, the engineers located the giant 
dam across Cajalco canyon at the* 
western end of this basin and built 
the long dike along the northern rim 
of the bowl to complete the reservoir. 
Like a gre^t wall laid across the 
hills, this dike is a mile and a half 
long. H aving a maximum height of 
90 feet and being 700 feet thick at its 
base, it is constructed of m ore than 
six and a half million tons of closel> 
compacted earth. 
Blocking 
Cajalco 
canyon, the dam is 195 feet high, 1700 
feet (or about a third of a mile) , ¡gj 
thick at As base, and contains, 3,088.­ 
000 cubic yards—or 5V4 millions tons 
— of earth. 
The material used was taken from 
•borrow pits in the reservoir basin and 
hauled ot the rising dam and dike in a 
fleet of huge dump trucks, each of ^ 
which carried 16 tons of earth per 
Running 24 hours a day 


Southern Pacific operating revenues, 
he said, will be accompanied by an in­ 
crease of $27,000,000 in operating ex­ 
penses, because of increases in wages 
and prices of materials and supplies, 
and by au increase of $5,000,000 in 
taxes. 
In consequence, Holden continued, 
despite the $22,000,000 increase in 
gross revenue in 1937 as compared 
with 1936, net railway operating in­ 
come of .the company will show a de­ 
cline of more than $11,000,000; and 
net income, after payment of fixed 
charges, will show a reduction of more 
than $13,000,000. 
“Throughout the depression, the 
quality of railway service has been 
steadily and substantially improved,” 
Holden said. “For example, the speed 
of Southern Pacific’s manifest trains 
has been increased by 75 per cent be­ 
tween San Francisco and Portland: 
by 51 per cent between Los Angeles 
and San Francisco; and by 4-1 per 
cent between Los Angeles and 
El 
Paso. All this means increased cost, 
putting upon the railroad a greater 
burden which must be covered by ade­ 
quate charges. 
"Newer and lighter construction, air 
conditioning, faster service, changes in 
motive power and improvements in 
terminal operation illustrate what 
should be undertaken in the interests 
of better service, and economy. The 
Southern Pacific has proceeded along 
these lines, and desires to continue to 
do so, but liquid resources and reason­ 
able credit are essentials to that pro­ 
gram. 
“In the national interest, the situa­ 
tion of our employes must also be con­ 
sidered. The Sout hern" Pacific trans­ 
portation system had 89.304 employes 
in 1929. Under failing revenues, there 
was a decrease to 45.362 in 1933, and 
with improvement in earnings a grad­ 
ual increase to 65,480 on September 
15, 1937. An average of about one- 
half of the gross income goes to pay­ 
rolls. Gross revenues are dependent, 
of course, both upon the volume of 
business and the general level of rates, 
but if a railroad is to maintaiu and 
expand its employment, it must have 
an adequate general level of rates so 
that it may undertake changes and ex­ 
pansions which it would normally do 
if financially able.

ON THE GOLF COURSE! 


How Gqlf Started At The 


Desert Golf Course 
All of us have heard of the early 
days of golf. We all know that the 
game of golr started in tills country 
iu the early eighties back in Yonkers 
when the St. Andrews golf course was 
built on Talm adges’ cow pasture. 
In 1923 Mr. Thos. O'Donnell brought 
his clubs to Palm Springs. W hile 
staying at the Desert Inn for a rest 
he decided to keep up his golf. Being 
a real golf bug and knowing the value 
of practice, he started out to look for 
a place to drive balls. The only place 
available was in front of No. 1 lodge 
of the Desert Inn. 
Later Mr. O’Donnell began to look 
for more space. This he found at the 
far end of the Desert Inn at the foot 
of the mountains. With John Kline, 
who is now the manager of the Desert 
Golf club, the ground was cleared, and 
the burr clover, which was two feet 
tall, was cut by means of the old 
fashioned horse drawn sickle used as 
a mower. The 
result was that a short 
nine holes was put into play and was 
called the 9-hole mashie course. 
Later Mr. O'Donnell, who by this 
tim e was enthused over the climate 
and the lure of the desert, purchased 
47 acres 
and started work on the 
present course, for his own use. Un­ 
der the supervision of Mr. Kline they 
grubbed out the 
roughest kind of 
greasewood. and catclaws. 
Finally 
the grading and seeding started. 
Now the problems were starting. To 
get a good turf and keep it solid in 
order to play good shots and still keep 
a foothold. 
water, one of the big problems, was 
overcome, and an abundant supply 
was obtained. 
Palms, at a cost of 
$75 each, were planted. By 1931 golf 
had increased to such a demand that 


Mr. O'Donnell consented to open his 
private course to the winter residents 
and hotel guests, not from a financial 
viewpoint, but to have it a showplace 
for Palm Springs. Now the entire 
community is proud to have this 
unique course here on the 'desert, 
which is one of the favorite spots for 
residents and winter visitors.

H IS T O R Y OF C H E R R Y 


P R O D U C T IO N T O L D 


B Y U N IV E R S IT Y MAN 
From the time that George H. Beach 
of Marysville grew a Napoleon cherry 
3V4 inches in diameter, back in 1858, 
the growers of the state have been 
striving for records of one kind or 
another in the production of this fa­ 
vored fruit. This is stated in a his­ 
tory of the cherry industry just pub­ 
lished by H. M. Butterfield, specialist 
in agricultural extension in the Uni­ 
versity of California at Berkeley. 
Cherries are native to California, 
but were used as ornamentals for the \ 
m ost part, previous to the importa­ 
tion of the sw eet fruit by the Span­ 
iards and by early American settlers. 
The first definite mention of the sweet 
cherry varieties came in 1850 when j 
W H. Nash and R. L. Kilburn of Napa j 
county received a shipment of Black 
Tartarian and Napoleon, or Royal Ann 
plantings from New York by way of 
Cape Horn. 
These 
cherries 
were 
planted in the vicinity of Calistoga. 
The home of Janies Shinn, one of 
the earliest cherry growers in central 
California still stands at Niles. The 
lumber for this cabin, ill which the 
pioneer lived for many years, was also 
brought around the Horn. Shinn, John 
Lewelling, W illiam Meek and a hand­ 
ful of their associates were the men 
who made the San Lorenzo and Hay­ 
ward regions the cherry bowl of the 
United States, and the industry they 
started has grown with the years. 
Som e good competition was offered 
and is still being offered by the Napa 
valley, which has been famous for its 
cherries since 1850. It fas from the 
trees of Henry Chapman at Napa that 
the Centennial variety was developed. 
The Santa Rosa and Petaluma re­ 
gion come into the cherry 
picture 
very decidedly, when a certain young 
man arrived in the state in 1875 and 
began to experiment 
with several 
species of fruits and vegetables. The 
young man was Luther Burbank.

Sheppard Outlines Farm Legislation 
T he third week of this special ses­ 
sion of Congress rolled by w ith both 
House and Senate struggling to per­ 
fect a seven point farm program . Con­ 
gressm an H arry R. Sheppard, Califor­ 
n ia's 19th district representative, to­ 
day pointed out the difference betw een 
the Senate and House farm bills and 
indicated his stand on w hat the final 
bill should contain. 


“During the last session we m ade a 
pledge in the form of a resolution to 
the Am erican people," 
stated 
Mr. 
Sheppard, "this pledge included a sev­ 
en-point farm program , the objectives 
of which m ust be included in th is leg­ 
islation if we are to keep faith." 
The following principles w ere reit­ 
erated by Congressm an Sheppard: 
"(1) T hat farm ers are entitled 
to 
their fair share of the national 
in­ 
come: 
"(2) T hat consum ers should be af­ 
forded protection against th e conse­ 
quences of drought, floods, and pesti­ 
lence causing abnorm ally high prices 
by storage of reserve supplies of big 
crop years for use in time of crop fail­ 
ure. 
"(3) That IT consum ers are given 
the protection of such an ever-norntal 
granary plan, farm ers should be safe­ 
guarded against undue price declines 
by a system of loans supplem enting 
their national soil conservation pro­ 
gram ; and 
“ (4) T hat control of 
agricultural 
surpluses above the ever-norntal gran­ 
ary supply is necessary to safeguard 
the nation's investm ent in loans and 
to protect fan n ers against a price col­ 
lapse due to bum per yields resulting 
in production beyond all dom estic and 
foreign need. 
“ (5) T hat the present Soil C onser­ 
vation Act !#he»l<J be continued, its op­

provisions 
m ade for redtfgéd pa*qp|1,s to larRe 
operators on a graduated scale to pro­ 
m ote the interest of individual farm - 
iug;

able to contact, the tim e and place 
‘o f holding the precinct election, which 
m ay not be held until a fte r January 
1, and m ust be held on or before Feb­ 
ru ary 12, 1938. 
In districts outside of cities, 
the 
place and method of the election will 
be determ ined by the precinct chair­ 
' 
m an or chairwom an. For obvious rea­ 
sons the method of conducting 
the 
«lection will differ in different pro 
cincts. 
Some m ay decide to hold their 
election in a private residence, while 
-Osiers m ay decide to conduct their 
^ ^ e le c tio n s differently. 


You will be inform ed as to the num ­ 
ber of delegates to which your pre­ 
c in c t will be entitled. 
Vote for the 
m an or woman you w ant to represent 
your precinct at the convention. 
At 
th e conclusion of the election 
the 
^ C h a irm a n will count the ballots cast 
and report those receiving the high­ 
e s t num ber of votes to the chairm an 
« f the Republican 
County 
C entral 
C om m ittee at Riverside. 
C redentials 
w ill then be forw arded to the 
dele­ 
gates or delegate selected and m ust 
be presented by such delegates to the 
convention m eeting in March. 
W hen­ 
ever any elected delegate finds it im­ 
possible' for him self or herself to at­ 
tend the convention, he is required to 
send to the above address a request 
th a t some other Republican voter in 
his precinct vote in his stead. Those 
n o t registered as Republicans, if they 
w ant to vote, should change th eir reg­ 
istratio n to Republican as soon as pos­ 
sible.

Big Help 


No salaries are pall to any officers 
or directors of the sta te association 
or any of the local tuberculosis asso­ 
ciations in California now conducting 
the thirty-first annual C hristm as 
Seal 
sale, according to Fontaine Johnson of 
Sacram ento, legal counselor 
of 
the 
California 
Tuberculosis 
association. 
Johnson states: 
"W henever there is 
a 
charitable 
drive, or indeed any undertaking 
in 
which a num ber of public spirited vol­ 
unteer 
w orkers 
are 
engaged, 
the 
"fancy salary" myth seem s to grow 
up in the m inds of a few people. 
In 
regard to such "salaries,” the audi­ 
tor's report is the best answ er to that. 
No officer of any tuberculosis associa­ 
tion in California receives a cent for 
his efforts." 
Johnson pointed out th at the g reat­ 
est portion of the C hristm as Seal sale 
dollar stays in the local community 
and is used in work for the preven­ 
tion of tuberculosis. 
H e continued: 
“On the average, less than tw enty 
cents of every dollar raised goes to 
the state and national associations, 
and even this is returned in necessary 
services to the local associations, such 
as th e preparation of pam phlets 
and 
other literature used in tuberculosis 
education, statistical and medical 
re­ 
search into the causes, treatm en t and 
control of tuberculosis, and medical 
and nursing assistance to the local as­ 
sociations ni their 
preventive 
pro­ 
grams. 


“Salaries are paid only to the few 
office and clerical w orkers needed for 
the adm inistration of the tuberculosis 
work, and to the public health nurses 
and other professional w orkers engag­ 
ed in carrying out the preventive pro­ 
gram s financed by the tuberculosis as­ 
sociations. 
Such salaries are never 
larger, and usually not as large as the 
salaries paid for sim ilar types of work 
by private business."
